The picture story begins with the 
densely populated penguin grounds 
and the sperm whale fishery off the 
coast, after which the narrative 
takes up the trek by mule team and 
oxen from Cape Town thousand 
miles northward into  Bechuana- 
land. Both the native tribes and 
the faunal life of the Union of South 
Africa are interestingly treated. On 
\the way up a visit is paid to the 
Kimberley diamond mines, filming for 
the first time the entire operation 
{from the drilling of the “blue ground” 
}to the extraction of the gems. 

A movingly dramatic portrayal is 
lthat of the loss of the ox safari by 
the sting of tsetse fly, which is 
death to pack animals.

} pened on the return trek southeast 
through Zululand. The explorers 
then decided to make a fresh — start 
from the southeastern coast and to 
employ American flivvers instead.
